Probably no more serious prob­ 
lem faces Comanche county far­ 
mers than that of decreased soil 
fertility through washing of both

H. H. Bennett of the Bureau 
of Chemistry of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, states that 
present 
estimates 
indicate 
that 
erosion 
steals

twenty times as much plant food 
as 
crops 
remove, and 
in addi­ 
tion takes away the soil. Land 
improverished 
by 
cropping 
can 
be restored or rebulit, but when 
the

washed off it cannot be rebuilt 
except by a long drawn out pro­ 
cess. It takes nature not less than 
' 400 
years 
to
